American and South Korean 
forces fell back distances rang 
ing from nine to 50 miles in 
Northwest Korea Thursday 
night under a counter-offen­ 
sive by 50,000 or more Red 
troops. 
Reports that two large en­ 
emy columns were driving to­ 
ward the battle front forced 
abandonment of an attemp 
to rescue about 800 U.S. Firs ; 
Cavalry Division troops, in 
eluding 150 wounded, trapped 
two miles northwest of Unsan. 
The trapped men were remnants 
of two First Cavalry battalions. 
Twenty of the wounded were evac­ 
uated from hill positions by Heli­ 
copter before the rescue move was 
halted. 
A front dispatch from Interna­ 
tional News Service War Corre­ 
spondent Lee Ferrero said the en­ 
circled doughboys were “ordered 
by radio to get out the best way 
they were able” while other First 
Cavalry troops adjusted their lines 
to meet the expected onslaught of 
the two new enemy columns.

Ferrero said a rescue column 
had fought its way against heavy 
opposition to within three miles 
south of Unsan when it was or-

George Bernard Shaw Dies 
Early Today,

Rumors Are Rife In Cairo 
CAIRO, Nov. 2.—From a news point of view this is one of the most 
blacked-out capitals in the world. Censorship falls heavily both on 
what the people inside the country' read and what can be sent out by 
correspondents for publications abroad. 
And the censorship almost invariably exacts a heavy 
l.n 
rum or and gossip that take the place of the suppressed facts. This is 
true in all Egypt today. In the Cairo tapestry of rum ors some are so 
incredibly gaudy and fantastic as to the point of downright absurdity. 
It may well* be that the fact of censorship, with its resulting rum or 
factory, exaggerates the seriousness of the present situation. W hen 
the return of King Farouk was announced by the palace recently, the 
opposition political parties presented a petition of a startling nature. 
It warned of the danger of revolt, which would leave the country 
financially, morally and politically bankrupt. It even went so far as 
to point out that certain palace advisers were under suspicion in the 
investigation of the arm am ents scandal growing out of the w ar with 
Israel. 
A 
. 
Hard To Understand 
The governm ent told the newspapers they were not to print or 
refer to the petition. But the order came so late that some papers ap­ 
peared with big. unexplained white spaces where the columns devoted 
to the story had been hastily scrapped. It was even harder for the 
public to understand what was happening when, the following day, 
some papers printed the governm ent’s reply to the petition w ithout 
any explanation of w'hat it was supposed to be answering. 
Actually, judicious observers here believe the position of the 
governm ent may' be considerably less threatened than the attack bv the 
opposition indicates. In the last analysis the absolute rule of King 
Farouk depends on two factors. 
One of these factors is the loyalty of the army, and he is believed 
to have that loyalty today. The other is the bent back of the peasant 
farm er 
the Fellah—who for six thousand years has been tilling the 
soil and drawing his w ater from the Nile in very much the same 
fashion. The Fellah shown in the ancient tomb carvings is alm ost the 
same figure in the fields now. 
Modernization Of A Sort 
There is modernization of a sort going forward in Egypt today. 
This is true of education. An effort is being made to make rudi­ 
m entary education available to all and the universities are being 
rapidly expanded. In this last there is significant irony. For it is this 
very fact of education that may provide the fuel for a revolt-—if it 
comes The growing num ber of lawyers, engineers and other profes­ 
sional men are failing to find opportunities in the developing middle 
ci&ss. 
The discontent of this group, which is believed to be spreading 
rapidly, is sometimes even reflected in the press. There is criticism 
of the extravagance and lavish foreign spending of Egypt’s tiny upper 
class It is reported even among the younger arm y officers, who are 
bitterly resentful of the scandal resulting from the faulty arms for 
Egyptian troops while high officials were getting generous 
com­ 
missions.”

One Touchy Proposition 
This m atter of scandal is a touchy one for Americans. What the 
president of the Philippines, Elpidio Quirino, put into words is what 
is in the minds of most officials one encounters around the world. They 
feel it is out of order for the American pot to call the foreign kettle 
black. This partly may be the result of the extrem e freedom of the 
press in America. 
.. 
, 
One source of resentm ent toward America is the oversensational- 
ized accounts of King Farouk’s free-wheeling conduct at home and 
abroad But the sources go deeper than that. There is a refrain here 
sim ilar to that in most of the underdeveloped countries of the Middle 
East and Far East that are newly come to nationhood and are intensely 
conscious of th eir rights and prerogatives. 
This refrain is based on two questions th at are curiously linked 
together. The first is: “Why haven’t you helped us?” The second is: 
“Why don’t you get out and leave us alone0" 
Egypt has just made an approach toward Washington for arm s 
aid with the intim ation that if it isn’t forthcoming from the United 
States then Russia will be given a chance to provide assistance to Egypt 
to build up its defenses. 
To Get British Out? 
At the same time the government and seemingly much public 
opinion are determ ined to get the British out of the im portant base 
thev hold in the Suez Canal Zone. This is the last British stronghold 
in Egypt proper. When a visitor points out to Egyptian officials that 
mavbe this cooperative defense is im portant, they reply that they are 
perfectly capable of defending themselves if given the proper weapons. 
Another equally deep source of resentm ent is the stand of the 
United States toward Palestine at the time of the dispute with Israel. 
This has been aggravated by the desperate plight of Arab refugees 
from Palestine. The num ber of refugees living in tents and caves is 
put bv Egyptian officials at 900,000. 
Help us and get out. Give us what we ask for and leave us alone. 
This may sound very strange to Americans who are asked to pay the 
bill for this assistance. But, nevertheless, it is a fact, and the reasons 
for it are not hard to find.

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In The Open 


A three-quarter moon bathed 
the hills in pale effulgence. We 
unhooked the dogs from the rear 
of the pickup truck, slid the bar 
on the barnyard gate and stepped, 
into the dim and solitary loveliness j 
of the enchanted world of the 
October night. 
The rangy coon 
hounds. Hunter and Topsy, cours­ 
ed wide through the pastured bot­ 
tom. disturbing the quiet routine 
of some big Black Angus steers 
Those 
hulking 
fellows, 
moving 
about in the moon glow, took on a ; 
strange and fearsome aspect. 
We put ahe spark to our carbide 
cap lamps and moseyed across th e ; 
pasture toward the tremendous, 
blab 
pile 
which 
decorates 
the 
neighboring hillside. This pile is 
a favorite rendezvous of raccoons 
and foxes and other wild noc-, 
turnal prowlers. 
A nearby corn j 
field adds to the chances of start­ 
ing a coon hereabouts and we felt 
confident of a good chase. 
Moonlight Too Bright 
Apparently the moonlight was 
too bright for the ring-taiis, who 
were staying high up and safe until 
the black curtain of total darkness 
dropped across the hills. We found 
comfortable seats while the dogs 
worked hard at untangling some 
old trails. Now and then a tenta­ 
tive bugling bay would shatter the 
stillness but there was no assur­ 
ance in this trail talk and soon the 
hounds came in to report that busi­ 
ness was bad. 
We had just discovered some 
fallen apples with a delicious tangy 
taste when Hunter ran into an 


argument with a skunk. When a 
good coon dog is ranging for a 
irail he pays no attention to any­ 
thing else. Hunter just naturally 
ran over that skunk, which was a 
bad error of judgment. 
Skunks have a peculiar tempera­ 
ment. They don't like to be run 
over by anyone and are quick to 
assert their displeasure. 
Hunter 
came in completely saturated with 
attar-de-skunk.He groveled around 
in the grass, rubbing his head in 
the dirt to erase the sickening 
odor. In a few moments he was 
ready to go again but we hunted 
the rest of the night in an aura of 
skunk perfume. 
Watch Fog Forming 
We crossed back through the 
pasture and took to the wooded 
slopes, pausing long enough to 
watch the fog slowly forming and 
weaving a gray blanket over the 
meadow. In these low spots the 
fog seems to live. 
The pearly 
sheen of the moonlight pictured 
it is some fairy’ fabric woven and 
fulled by unseen hands that shift­ 
ed it hither and thither on the 
meadow loom. 
Now and then a wraithlike form 
rose out of the mists, to grow in 


size and symmetry and suddenly 
steal away. At other times these 
adventuresome bits of cloud stuff 
would lose their nerve and sink 
back into the thickening mass. The 
poet 6ings of the fog moving “on 
little cat feet.” Actually the whole 
fog bank moves with the relaxed 
sinuous grace of the feline folk. 
Over the wooded rise we follow­ 
ed the eager dogs, crossing several 
line fences and finally getting into 
some sizable timber. Our passage 
set up a continual grumbling in 
the fallen leaves but when we 
halted the silence of the night 
closed in. We heard one night bird 
crying a note new to me which I 
could, not identify. 
Flying Squirrels 
This area maintains a healthy 
population of flying squirrels. Our 
lights 
probably 
attracted 
these 
beautiful little soft-furred crea­ 
tures. for we heard them squeak­ 
ing all about in the trees. They 
are almost completely nocturnal, 
frisking about in wide-eyed en­ 
joyment of a life marred only by 
the sudden silent strike of the 
hunting owl. 
I recommend the 
flying squirrel as good company 
in the midnight woods. 
Our hunting luck started out bad 
and stayed bad. The dogs worked 
like veterans, but when the coon 


refuses to come down and spread 
his flat feet over the countryside 
the best thing to do is head for 
home. Hunter announced one good 
trail but a moment later his muf­ 
fled bark signaled that the ring­ 
tail had gone into the ground, and 
like a well-trained hound he came 
away immediately. 
In a final try for a trail we 
worked along the edge of an up­ 
land corn field. The moon was still 
hanging in the cloudless sky, and 
the shocked corn stood clearly re­ 
vealed in long rows across the hill­ 
side. 
Somewhere in the tall 
trees 
close by a coon stirred, aroused 
by the noise and the lights mov­ 
ing below. 
He cocked one wise 
eye at the revealing moon above 
and another at the noisy parade 
below, and turned over for another 
snooze before his pre-dawn break­ 
fast ramble. I don't blame him.

This development came on the 
heels of the arrest and arraign­ 
ment of Mrs. Rose Collazo, 42, 
whose husband, Oscar, was one of 
the men who tried to kill the Pres­ 
ident in Washington. 
She was jailed under $50,000 
bail on a charge of conspiring to 
injure the President of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
She previously had 
told newsmen she w'as not sorry 
about the attempt on Mr. Tru­ 
man’s life. 
The three new suspects were 
taken into custody in great secre­ 
cyThe Federal 
building seethed 
with excitement as the men were 
brought in. 
The only person 
in 
custody 
who had thus far been identified 
was Mrs. Collazo, wife of one of 
the would-be assassins. 
Like her 
husband, she is reputed to be a 
member of the nationalist party. 
Two mystery men were arrested 
early today at the Brook avenue 


address in New York where Mrs. 
Collazo lived. 
They were being 
questioned at secret service head­ 
quarters. 
One was reported carrying a 
gun and the other a letter with the 
letterhead of the nationalist party, 
which fomented the plot against 
the President.

CORN PICKER DANGEROUS IF 
IMPROPERLY USED 
The corn picker is a dangerous 
farm machine if not used right, as 
indicated by recent farm accident 
reports. 
With all the modern guards and 
shields on the corn picker, plus 
ordinary careful operation, there 
is no need tor accidents But they 
will happen, if the operator gets 
a bit careless. 
So. if you remove those guards 
or shields, be sure to put them back 
when you start to operate the 
picker. They will not protect you 
•a bit if they lie along the fence 
row. 
[ Accidents 
with 
corn 
pickers 
usually involve loss of arms, legs, 
or fingers, and too many of them 
are fatal. 
When you hitch the com picker 
to the tractor, you really have a 
combination 
that 
takes 
careful 
handling to avoid accidents. 
To not make adjustments on 
machines while they are running. 
Stop the machine and throw it out 
of gear. Do not take chances. Ma­ 
chines can be vicious. Always keep 
the shield in place on the power 
take-off. Loose clothing is always 
a hazard when working around 
any kind of machinery. Too many 
crippled farmers can testify to that. 
Take time to be safe. 


PUMPKIN PIE IS GOOD EATING 
Pumpkin pie is a favorite at any 
lime but especially so for fall and 
winter meals. Besides its popular­ 
ity, pumpkin pie is a good source 
of vitamin A, iron, and calcium. 
*A piece of pie, four and a half 
inches at its widest part, will pro-

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vide one-third of the vitamin A 
needed for one day. 
Some families like a pumpkin 
custard with few spices; others 
like a dark, spicy pie. But what­ 
ever kind of pie is preferred, the 
crust is very important. 
Perfection in pastry making is 
an easily acquired art. Follow a 
good standard recipe. Be sparing 
with the water and don’t overmix. 
Handle dough as little and as 
lightly as possible and chill after 
mixing. Use a pastry cloth or med­ 
ium weight cotton canvas or duck 
and stockineete on your rolling 
pin. This cuts down on the flour 
needed to roll the dough. 
For a change from the traditional 
pumpkin 
custard, 
try 
pumpkin 
chiffon pie. Here is the recipe. 
3 egg yolks, 
Yz cup sugar, 
1V* cups pumpkin, cooked or 
canned, 
cup milk, 
Va teaspoon salt, 
Va teaspoon ginger, 
Vii teaspoon cinnamon, 
Vz teaspoon nutmeg, 
1 tablespoon (1 envelope) unflav­ 
ored gelatin, 
14 cup cold water, 
3 egg whites, beaten, 
Va cup sugar, 
1 
9-inch baked pastry shell. 
Beat egg yolks and Yz cup sugar 
until thick. Add pumpkin, milk, 
salt, and spices. Cook in double 
boiler until thick. Put in gelatin, 
which has been softened in the V4 
cup cola water; stir until gelatine 
is dissolved. Fold in egg whites 
which have been beaten with the 
second Va cup sugar. Pour into 
cooled baked pastry’ shell and chill. 
Top with sweetened whipped cream 
if desired.

Extra Guards Placed 
An extra cordon of agents and 
police was thrown around Blair 
House. 
Red lanterns winked a 
warning in the streets for a block 
in front of the president s resi­ 
dence through the night. 
All tra f­ 
fic was shut off in Pennsylvania 
avenue. Pedestrians were shunted 
to the other side of the street. 
The president, unperturbed by 
the attem pt on his life, slept easily 
through the night. 
Calm and philosophical, he told 
close associates: 
"You have to expect a thing like 
that when you are president.” 
Guard Wounded Man 
Five armed secret service agent? 
and police kept constant watch on 
Oscar Collazo, 37, of 173 Brook 
avenue, the Bronx, New York, one 
of the assailants, in a windowless 
hospital room. 
The hospital “safety” room ha? 
only a single small, barred venti­ 
lator in the ceiling. An armed po­ 
liceman kept vigil on a fire escape 
outside. 
The wounded assassin was be­ 
ing questioned at intervals.

shot through the left shoulder. 
Murder Charges 
U. S. Commissioner Cyrill Law­ 
rence prepared first degree m ur­ 
der charges to be preferred against 
the assassin.

One Guard Dies 
One of his victims. Pvt. Leslie 
Coffelt, 40. died at 6:18 o’clock 
last night from wounds in his chest 
and stomach. 
Torresola’s other victim. 
Pvt. 
Joseph H. Downs, 44, was in Emer­ 
gency hospital in a critical condi­ 
tion from wounds in the head 
chest and abdomen. 
The third police victim of the 
mad burst of firing as the two 
assassins sought to shoot their way 
into the president’s house, Pvt 
Donald T. Birdzell who, as Col­ 
lazo opened fire on him without 
warning, ran out into Pennsyl­ 
vania avenue to draw the fire away 
from pedestrians on the sidewalk 
and engaged in a pointblank gun 
duel with the assassin. 
Shot through both knees. Bird­ 
zell kept on firing after he had 
crumpled to the pavement. 
End Shooting Affray 
Secret service agent Floyd Bor­ 
ing. a 250-pound six-footer who is 
the presidents' driver, and Pvt. Jo­ 
seph Davidson, who were on guard 
in the east sentry box nearest the 
White House on Pennsylvania ave­ 
nue, 
ended 
the 
mad 
30-second 
shooting affray with bursts from 
their o\yn guns. 
Collazo, blood streaming down 
his shirt front, was cut down as 
he attem pted to race up the short 
flight of steps to the president’s 
door, and rolled senseless down 
the stairs to the sidewalk, his 
smoking German Luger still clutch­ 
ed in his right hand. 
Torresola. shot through the head 
from ear to ear, pitched in a welter 
of blood ovre the “low hedge onto 
the tiny lawn fronting Lee House 
on the west side of Blair House. 
He. too. had sought to climb the 
staircase to the front door of Lee 
House. 
The two houses, erected side by 
side, form a single residence in 
their interior. 
Truman Taking Nap 
President Trum an was taking an 
after-lunch nap in a second floor 
bedroom as the wild fusillade of 
shots blasted the sunny calm of 
the afternoon at 2:20 p. m. 
The president, clad in his un 
derclothes, leaped to the window 
and looked out at the height of 
the shooting. 
A policeman saw the president 
in the window and shouted: 
“Get back! get back!”

One smashed

fence and ricocheted away with an 
angry whine.

President Leaves 
The president then calmly dress­ 
ed, and shortly before 3 o’clock 
left Blair House by a rear en­ 
trance for the Arlington cemetery 
to speak at the unveiling of a 
statue honoring Sir John Dill, war­ 
tim e head of the British defense 
mission in Washington. 
Mr. Truman made no reference 
to his narrow escape at the ceme­ 
tery, but his face was unusually 
grave. 
Secret Service Chief Baughman 
told reporters that Collazo, in one 
of his few lapses from a tight- 
lipped silence, told a secret service 
agent from his hospital cot: 
“We eanje here for the express 
purpose of shooting the president.” 
But Collazo would not name his 
accomplice in the desperate assault 
on the president’s residence.-* Col­ 
lazo’s companion remained uniden­ 
tified for several hours. 
The secret service identified the 
assassin as Griselio Torresola. an 
aide of Pedro Albizu Campos, Har­ 
vard educated leader of the Puerto 
Rican Nationalist movement.

Two letters were found in Tor­ 
resola’s wallet, signed by Albizu 
expressing the hope that “your 
mission will be a trium ph.” 
Baughman said the assassins de­ 
cided Monday in New York to kill 
the president and start a revolu­ 
tion in the U. S. and gain inde­ 
pendence for Puerto Rico. 
They came to Washington Tues­ 
day and registered at the Harris 
hotel, a modest transient hostelry 
near Union station.
